lost.

Only one person, a negro porter, is listed as missing, and less than

a dozen have injuries of any degree

of- seriousness.

The whole thing makes a big story of courage, fortitude and luck,
good and bad. Considered from the standpoint of picturesqueness and

Splendid rescue work was done by the guests of the ho?el and by
the employees. Scores, perhaps hundreds of women and children owe
their lives to the coclness of the men, State Senator Pat H. McCarren

Bingham Presides.

Commissioner Bingham presided
the trial in person and elected to try
Walsh first., Walsh was represented
by Lawyer Aaron Levy. Russa had as
counsel James W. Rldgwav formerly
District-Attorney of Xings County,
When the proceedings had been under
way nearlv an  hour Cot?nﬂu\onar
Bingham discovered that Whalsh wa«
lolling In a chafr, He was required to
stand at attention durine the rest of
the session with his heels togetherfand
nis chest out as far as he cowld push it

The first two “witnesses swore that
Walsh ran when the murderer fired &
shot at shim, hid 1N & tattor shop—oh
the second floor of the building and re-
mained there for twenly minutes. He
refused to allow any one in the shop to
open the door. When help arrived he
made sure that policemen were clamor-
ing for admittance before he would lot
them in.
